The governor made an entirely differ 
ent speech In 8t. Cloud from that deliv¬ 
ered hy him on the occasion of Ida first 
Joint debate will* Senator Fletcher Ut 
Wakulla Spring* on May 1. Ills re¬ 
mark* were suited to his audience and 
did not contain any reference to hi* 
activities at Cutup Wheeler utid at 
Washington, when he chiltnod In previ¬ 
ous *|M»ccht»H that he was re*poii*llilc 
for tin* relief given the l*»ys from Flor¬ 
ida at that camp when an epidemic was 
raging. This one i*>ifit hud lieon prac¬

lie charged Fletcher with King a 
corporation candidate, but <lhl not tell 
the audience what reply he made to 
Fletcher when Senator Fletcher showed 
that the governor hud tried to al*>IUh 
the railroad commission of the state no 
that the railroad cori*>ratlon* would 
have no hoard t*» regulate*tlielr actinia. 
This WUM brought *>ut In the Joint «i«*- 
bate three wec*ks ngo. hut the governor 
made no reference to what corpora¬ 
tions w ere hepiug him now. 

The governor attacked Fletcher's ree- 
ord for voting for the t'uinailng«i rull- 
roud hill, bis'imse he said the bill 
would take away from the rnllroad 
men the right to strike. He did not 
say. however. Hint the record shows 
that Mr. Fletcher voted ugiilnsl the 
bill until ti wii* untended by striking 
out the elnilM' that would prohibit 
Nlrlkcx, nor did the governor tell his 
ii ml tone*' that the Cmumlng* hill was a 
f(’ontlmiwd ou pain- 4)
